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College Center 
designed to be 
a living room 


The new College Center is 


designed to be the “living 
room’’ for the college 
community where individuals 


and groups may gather to relax, 
eat, converse and participate in 
programs. The facility consists 
of two floors with 20,000 
square feet per floor. The upper 
floor consists entirely of 
kitchen and cafeteria space. The 
kitchen has been equipped to 
provide a full range of hot 
meals and grill service. The 
8000 square foot cafeteria will 
seat 500 people during normal 
usage and 650 under maximum 
conditions. The sides of the 
cafeteria will have sliding 
partitions so that certain areas 
may be closed off for luncheon 
conferences or other scheduled 
activities. The cafeteria will also 
serve as area for 


an 


dinner-aances, mixers, concerts, 
coffee houses, lectures, and 
other social and _ cultural 
entertainment programs. 

The lower floor will house all 
student government offices, 
lounge areas, the Drop-In 
Center, the bookstore, meeting 
rooms, offices for the Director 
of Student Activities and 
Director of the Drop-In Center, 
student publications offices, the 
campus radio station, an office 
for a counselor on a rotating 
basis, and a game room. The 
lounge areas will be furnished 
with comfortable couches and 
chairs for relaxed reading, 
conversation or _ television 
viewing. There will be an area 
set aside for playing chess in 
one of the smaller lounges. The 
game room will contain several 
pool-related skill games.

Special committee formed 


to investigate possible 
political appointments 


Following the disclosure that 
the son of State Representative 
Francis J. Bevilacqua had a 
position on the Northern Essex 
Community College staff, a 
committee to investigate 
political activities and 
appointments on campus has 
been formed. 

The three-member committee 
was formed by the N.E.C.C. 
Student Council after the 
appointment of Fred Bevilacqua 
to the school staff was brought 
before the Council as a possible 
case of political patronage. 

The Committee, which 
includes Kevin Scanlon, Tom 
Giambarresi, and Leon 
Seymour, told a local 
newspaper that the 
appointment had come at the 
same time that the “record 
high’? budget had _ been 
submitted to the State 
Legislature by the school. 

The budget supposedly 
passed through the House Ways 
and Means Committee in the 
House with a favorable report. 
OTHER MEMBERS OF REP.’S 
FAMILY EMPLOYED HERE 

Rep. Bevilacqua is a member 
of that Committee. Four other 


members of the Represent- 
ative’s family are also 
reportedly staff members at 
N.E.C.C. 


Ihe Committee’s allegations 
stem from the reporting that 
when the budget appeared 
before a “certain member” of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, a deal was made to 
allow two out of six open 
positions at the College to be 
filled by this member’s choice. 

R.¢.pi wR €y iacam a's 
intervention in the recent 
connections with the new 
Whittier Regional Vocational 
Technical School and personnel 
hirings have also been suggested 
as a cause for investigation. 


“The time for political 
patronage is over,’’ said 
Committee member Leon 


Seymour. “It is now time to 
follow the precepts that are 
contained in the Federal and 
State Constitutions and stop 
working on a ‘sub _ level’ 
government system.” 
NEW COMMITTEE FORMED 
Seymour announced that the 
Committee would propose a 
system of personnel 
appointments where the 
administration, the faculty and 
the students would participate 
in the hiring of staff.

A committee had been appointed to investigate the 
possibility of the appointment being made under pressure a few 
days before Mr. Bevilacqua’s resignation was submitted to 
NECC President Harold C. Bentley. 

In his resignation Bevilacqua said he was “not happy with 
his job here at NECC. He also cited the “harrassment” to 
himself and his family as a reason for his leaving. 


Bevilacqua had been hired two weeks 


prior to his 


resignation to work in the athletic department. 

The Committee that has been investigating the situation 
denied the charge that any harassment had taken place adding 
that they thought Mr. Bevilacqua had done the right thing in 


resigning. 


“I think it is the first important outcome that will be the 
basis for any further investigation,” said Committee member 


Tom Giambarresi. 


Another member, Leon Seymour, said he hoped that 
“Rep. Bevilalacqua does not think this will appease the 


Committee.” 


Seymour noted that although the State Representative had 
made “vague” comments about the attack on his son’s job, “he 
HAS NOT denied the allegation that political pressure was 
applied to get his son an appointment at the College.” 

Committee members commented that President Bentley 


had been “most cooperative” 
appointment of Mr. Bevilacqua.

There is a vital, new program 
now being offered at N.E.C.C. 
that is believed to be the only 
one of its kind in the world, 
the Nursing Home Internship 
Program. It is new in that it is

instructor, Dr. Albert Belanger. 

The learning is done through 
real life experience. The 
student’s classroom for the 
most part is the facility itself — 
the hospital, nursing home, or 
senior citizen’s home. The 
teachers for the most part are 
the persons who live in these 
facilities. 

Dr. Belanger believes that 
this approach to teaching is the 
only way he can reach his goal, 
which is “to develop a new 
breed of leader in the health

enrollment 


Adult course registration at 
N.E.C.C. reached a new all time 
high this semester of 2,300 
students, tripling what it was a 
year ago. This figure alone 
reflects what a large asset 
NECC has become to the 
communities of the Merrimack 
Valley. 

When asked as to what he 
would attribute this obviously 
successful registration, John 
Peroni, Director of the Division

Belanger says that the quality 
of students at N.E.C.C. in the 
Allied Health field is at least as 
high if not higher than 
anywhere else in the country. 
He says that this is especially 
true of the young student. It is

I have read with mixed

To the Editor: 

In your issue of October 12, 
1973, you published two 
“editorials,” one entitled “The 
Faculty Manifesto” and another 
entitled “More.” In your next 
issue, I therefore hope you will 
publish the following 
“editorial” which I suggest you 
entitle “The Faculty Manifesto 
— More or Less.” 

At the outset, I would like 
to note that the following is 
the personal reaction of one 
teacher to the statements of 
two friends and colleagues. I 
am not, in any sense, speaking 
for “the authorities” — I’m sure 
they can do that for 
themselves. The main thrust of 
my reaction is simply this: as 
faculty members, we _ have 
voluntarily entered ,into an 
educational contract: in 
exchange for livelihood and the 
honor of a teaching position in 
a fine institution, we are 


morally and legally bound to 


provide the best education we 
can. This contract includes the 
burden of constantly proving to 
ourselves, to our students, to 
the institution and, yes, to the 
taxpayers that we are in fact 
making that effort. This 
obligation is met within the 
framework of the institution. 
We can and 
improve the framework; we 
have the means to do so. We 
have no right to ignore the 
obligation or to operate with 
no framework at all, no 
accountability to anyone. 

Both Val and Edna _ have 
referred to the issue of 
freedom. Yes, let’s affirm 
freedom as the cornerstone of 
education! Let’s affirm it in the 
spirit of Whitman, Lincoln and 
Jefferson! They enivsioned a 
democracy built on the worth 
and dignity of each individual. 
Such individuals, therefore, 
have got to be free. And to be 
free, those same — individuals 
must accept the essential 
burden of freedom and 
responsibility. We, here, are free 
to govern ourselves. If we fail 
to do so, we will still be 
governed, but no longer in 
freedom. Chaos and 
hyper-individualism have a bad 
habit of producing authoritarian 
regimes. Let’s not be 
misanthropic and anti-social 
about it. 

Val and Edna have raised 
many other issues. I’ve got to 
agree with them on some 
points. But on the whole, I’m 
afraid that ‘‘The Faculty 
Manifesto” and “More” could 
be very misleading to students, 


should strive to- 


to faculty, to “the authorities” 
and to the general public. 
Hence, the following response 
to their observations. 
PART ONE: THE 
FACULTY 
MANIFESTO 

S Onine set nO gancs 
manifestoes. 

The REAL manifesto of the 
faculty of Northern Essex 
Community College is to be 
found in the Charter of the 
Academic Council. 

Real manifestoes call for 
positive, constructive programs, 
not for ‘‘large-scale 
disobedience and rebellion.” 

Real manifestoes arise from 
real grievances. 

Real manifestoes call for 
total revolution and for the 
establishment of a new “pure” 
authority to replace the existing 
“corrupt” authority. 

Some questions for Val: 

Who are “the authorities” 
alluded to? 

Who EVER asked “what we 
are saying in class?” 

Who EVER suggested that 
there is a “normal curve” for 
grading? 

Who EVER required anyone 
at NECC “to give F’s and D’s”? 

Who EVER required “lesson 
plans?” 

Who would not prefer saving 
money to spending it? 

Who will pick up the apples 
after the “little push”? 

Some considerations for Val: 

The ‘‘authorities’’ are 
working on the vast, complex 
problem of faculty evaluation 
because the faculty has asked 
them to do so. Every human 
enterprise must look to the 
quality of its effort. This 
educational institution must 
look to the quality of its 
teaching. Are students the only 
ones whose work is to be 
evaluated? Can any _ teacher 
teach if he is not there to 
teach? Is it okay, in the name 
of freedom, to give a five 
minute session when a student 
has paid for fifty minutes 
worth of instruction? Is it okay 
for the professor, on his throne, 
to decide there will be no class 
this Friday? Is it okay for “the 
authorities” to decide there will 
be no pay this month? 

In° Smany yways, . the 
authorities” are simply the 
students and faculty colleagues, 
demanding that each member 
of this faculty do his own thing 
— but at least that he DO IT. 

Do you REALLY BELIEVE 
there are people on this campus 
who rejoice every time the IBM 
rings up another D or F? What 
about last years survey by the 
registrar showing thar grades at 
NECC are far above national 
norms? Is this because the 
Merrimack Valley has already 
produced the Super-race, or is 
it because there is a_ great 
freedom, a great magnanimity 
in the hearts of the whole 
faculty and “the authorities” 
too? 

Do you really believe that it 
is intellectually honest to load 
the grading cards in such a way 
that no one can ever be 
evaluated at less than C in your 
courses? The common criterion 
for the grade of C is “full 
COMPETENCE in the subject.” 
Is it not just as cruel to award 
unearned C’s as it would be to 
pre-program a percentage of D’s 
or F’s? | cannot believe that in 
your whole teaching career you 
have never had a single student 
in any course who did not 
EARN a grade lower than C. 

Do you really believe that a 
teacher who knows what he is 
doing in a course (they only 
last about 4 months) cannot, at 
the end of one month, tell the 
class and “the authorities” what 
the objective and procedures of 
the course are? Shall students 
be kept in the dark forever in 
the name of free untrammeled 
improvisation and spontaneous 
orchestration? 

Do you really believe your 
department chairman keeps a 
log of your attendance or

absences at meetings of the 
Academic Council? Have we 
really become such a Gestapo 
state? Should members of the 
U.S. Congress be voted out of 
office for flagrant absence? 
Should students who miss 
one-third or one-half of the 
meetings of a course be 
awarded honor grades at the 
end of a semester? Will they 
OM Dt Asi 0 auemSuCinh SicmmO dl 
accomplishment in that case? 
Will they keep their jobs on 
that pattern? 

Does our recent tragedy of 
lack of honor, lack of candor 
and lack of humanity at high 
governmental levels contirm or 
remove the need for some 
element of truth and discipline 
in our educational system? 

Isn't it consoling to you that 
there is in fact so much 
freedom on this campus? Isn't 
the Discovery Program and the 
Opportunity Porgram an open 
door to the disadvantaged? Are 
not students allowed to take a 
reduced course load? Isn't it 
somewhat a cause for gratitude 
that “the authorities” of this 
Commonwealth are giving every 
student who comes here — all 
2300 of them — a scholarship 
worth at least $1000.00 a year? 
Isn’t it quite normal that this 


human institution has_ its 
altogether human limitations 
and faults? But where is 
utopia? When you fine it, 


please tell us. While you are 
looking, the faculty here will go 
on teaching under their grubby 
old authoritarian manifesto 
which seems somehow to call 
for “From each according to 
his abilities. to each according 
to his needs.” We might even 
get involved in some large scale 
soul-searching and_ individual 
improvement as teachers and as 
human beings. I, for one, feel 
that “the authorities” will let 
us. After all, right now they'll 
even let us drink coffee in class 
if we take the steps to have our 


class held in an appropriate 
place! 
PART TWO: 
MORE OR LESS 
I concur with those who 


rejoice that faculty evaluation 
has begun to take a trend at 
our college. 

Yes. | a. ep ciputie sis Grieas 
responsibility is to truth!

If you think rules were made 
to be broken, don’t try it with 
the N.E.C.C. traffic regulations. 
You could end up in court. 

According to the TRAFFIC 
CONTROL HANDBOOK, 
available in the Registrar’s 
Office, the regulations are 
designed to ‘‘protect and 
preserve the safety of this 
college community.” Ron 
Sevigny, who is in charge of 
security and is superintendent 
of buildings and grounds at 
Northern Essex, says that those 
who violate the regulations are 
being issued citations. 

The men from the Globe 
Security Company keep a 
watchful eye out for drivers 
who fail to observe the traffic 
rules. There are four guards on 
duty every day. One is located 
in parking lot 3, behind the 
L.R.C. and the remaining men 
are stationed in lots 4, 5, and 6 
across from the classroom 
building. They are responsible 
for seeing that all traffic 
regulations are enforced. 

The present regulations were 
instituted at the beginning of 
the semester and pertain to the 


entire college communtiy. 
Under the new regulations, 
drivers can be fined or 


penalized for failing to obtain a 
parking sticker, tow zone 
parking, illegal parking or 
speeding. ; 

To avoid citations, penalties 
and fines, one must adhere to 
the rules carefully. 


Do you have 
insurance 
coverage?

Tragedy struck the home of 
a Mount Holyoke college 
student when she was 
involved in an automobile 
Hecvaenr resulting in 
considerable brain damage. 
Medical bills have since 
exceeded $54,000, of which 
the girls Blue Cross Blue 
Shield will pay about haif. 

This example may be 
drastic but it is not unique. 
There are few students with 
an up to date comprehensive 
plan capable of ample 
coverage for serious accidents. 
Maybe you should check into 
yours?

When you arrive at school, 
there are certain places where 
you should not park your car. 
Never park between yellow 
lines. Even if there are no 
available spaces to park, yellow 
means “reserved for college 
personnel.” 

Parking within 20 feet of an 
intersecting way, within 10 feet 
of a fire hydrant, in an 
inappropriate parking area so as 
to straddle parking lines, or on 
land not designated as a parking 
lot. is forbidden, 


The first offense of illegal 
parking involves only a warning 
citation. Subsequent offenses 
are punishable by fines. For a 
second offense there is a $1 
fine, third offense a $2 fine, all 
other offenses, $5. 


If your vehicle is without a 
parking sticker, it can’t be 
parked at N.E.C.C. The trained 
eye of a Globe Security guard 
will note this violation. If it’s 
the first time you’re caught, it’s 
only a citation. But, if you 
have been warned about this 
before, it will be a fine of $5.

Should you ever leave your 
car unused or abandoned for 72 
hours in a N.E.C.C. parking lot, 
don’t be surprised if it’s towed 


away That’s another rule. Also, 
all costs will be borne by the 
registered owner, Cars will be 
towed if they impede snow 
removal or sanding operations, 
parking on any _ sidewalk, 
double-parking, parking in front 
of any barricade, parking in 
front of any entrance and 
parking in a service zone. If a 
vehicle is found parked, in a 
tow zone (fire land) there will 
be a $15 fine. 


All fines levied at N.E.C.C. 
are payable to the Clerk of 
Courts Haverhill. Violations 
and citations will be kept on 
record at the Traffic Control 
Office, on campus, and the 
Haverhill District Court. The 
fines collected will be paid to 
the Haverhill Clerk of Courts. 
This money is them paid into 
the Scholarship Fund of the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Regional Community Colleges. 
Eventually these funds are 
returned to N.E.C.C.

Sandy and Bill Watson of 
North Andover, are two 
adults who enjoy working 
with kids. Even though they 
have six children of their 
Own, ranging in age from 
5-14 years old, they manage 
to spend much of their free 
time, as they have in the 
past, working with young 
people. Their belief that they 
should spend more time on 
their work of spreading the 
word of Christ among the 
young, led them to the 
founding of Turning Point in 
Andover. 

A few years ago the 
Watsons opened their doors to 
a group of young people. The 


house was used as a place 
where kids could stop and 
talk to other people and 
make friends. But this effort 
deepened the day a young 
man visited them and_ told 
them of his travels across the

Starting with only a small 
group, they opened their 
doors to all kids. Some of 
the people they met had drug 
problems. For everyone it was 
a place.to go, a place where 
other people cared. 

Sandy and Bill wanted the 
young people to understand 
The Love Christ had for them, 
so, through such things as 
“Bible raps” they began to 
understand this love. 

The group named _ itself 
TURNING POINT, because 
that was the idea _ they 
wanted to convey. This was a 
turning point in their lives, in 
the direction of Jesus Christ. 
Soon word spread and _ the 
Watsons had a group of 80 
young people. They visited at 
all hours of the day and 
night. Some even lived with 
Sandy, Bill and the six kids. 
This is when the Watsons 
realized it was time to find 
larger quarters. They couldn’t 
find a bigger house, but they 
did find a vacant store. It 
was the former home of 
Purity Cleaners, on Essex 
Street in Andover. 

The building was for sale 
and the owner was having a 
difficult time trying to sell it. 
So rather than have the space 
unused, he let the Watsons 
take it over as Turning 
Point’s home. However, they 
had to understand, that when 
the store was finally sold, 
Turning Point would have to 
move again. 

The building was in great 
need of repair before it could 
meet safety regulations. With 
the help of many generous 
people, including the Safety 
Inspector and a number of 
tradesmen, the work was 
completed. Thousands of 
dollars worth of materials 
were donated. Even the 
draperies were a gift of the 
Andover, Savings Bank 

The idea to make part of 
Turning Point a _ bookstore, 
grew out of the belief that 
“resource material to grow in 
Christ” was needed in the 
community. Also, because 
there was no other Christian 
bookstore in the area. At 
first, all the merchandise for 


the store had to be bought 
on consignment, because 
Turning Point had no money. 
The remaining room they had 
was used as a coffee house. 


But the Watsons and_ their 
friends knew after all the 
hard work, that this could 
not be Turning Point’s home 
forever. 

Then one evening Dr. 


James O’Shea stopped by and 
the future looked brighter. 
Dr O’Shea, an area physician 
and drug counselor felt that a 
place like Turning Point was 
too Valuables Copelose. 
Furthermore, he felt it was 
the best thing in Andover for 
kids, : 

Next, a group of Andover 
businessmen were brought 
together and they decided to 
buy the building. With the 
help of area church leaders, 
they devised a unique way to 
pay for the former home of 
Purity Cleaners. 

Pledges were sought from 
busines men and members of 
local parishes. Anyone who 
wished, made a simple pledge 
of $10 a month. This money 
makes up the mortgage 
payment. Also, it keeps 
TURNING POINT alive. 

Since the temporary home 
of TURNING POINT became 
piel manen tay ye xtensivie 
renovations have taken place. 
The space is now divided into 
a number of rooms to serve 
various purposes. The 
bookstore is twice the size it 
was originally. There is a 
huge coffee house area, a 
lounge area with a ping-pong 
table and a hockey game, a 


recreation room, and in the 
near future rooms for 
counseling will be available. 


The entire place is cheerfully 
decorated, and in the coffee 


house, one of the members 
painted a huge, bright 
rainbow on the wall. The 
ceiling is covered with signs 
saying such things as Jesus 
Christ, “‘One Way’ and 
“Agape”. Agape is a Greek 


word meaning love. 

Bill and Sandy now have 
two managers working at 
TURNING POINT. Gail 
Laighton is the business 
manager and Dave Armstrong 
is the coffee house manager. 
The Watsons needed outside 
help with the operation 
because Sandy has. the six 
children to care for and Bill 
has a full-time manager’s job 
in the Engineering Dept. at 
Western Electric. 

The book store is opened 
daily, and features books, 
cards, and gift items. 
Hopefully they will have an 
even greater selection of items 
by Christmas time. The coffee 
house is open Tuesday 
through Saturday from 1:30 
to 5:30 as a drop-in center. 
On Wednesday nights, there is 


“a Leadership Course for those 


interested in working with 
young people. Thursdays at 8 
p.m. there are Bible Study 
classes. On the weekends, the 
coffee hduse is open Friday 
and Saturday nights. It 
features various musical 
groups, singing Christian folk 
music. 

All this is the result of 
two people willing to reach 
out to others. Sandy sums it 
up by saying simply, “every 
kid needs help outside his 
own home.” 

A little help like this goes 
a long way.

“‘Finite Mathematics is a 
very integral part of a liberal 
arts program,’ says Dr. 
Robert McDonald, Professor 
of Mathematics at N.E.C.C. 
and Chairman of the Division 


of Mathematics and Natural 
Sciences. 
Finite Mathematics, 


sssentially a cross between a 
science and an art, studies 
various hypotheses and then 
attempts to see how logical 
thoughts are derived from 
these hypotheses 

Finite Mathematics can 
assume the role of a bridge 
to the other sciences, such as 
physics and chemistry. It can 


also. provide an important 
foundation ‘tothe 
understanding of the higher 


levels of mathematics. For the 
non-mathematical student, it 
will attempt to demonstrate 
what math is all about. Finite 
Mathematics holds something 
of value for everyone in the 
Liberal Arts program. 


Bob McDonald maintains 
that the thinking process 
involved in Finite Math is 
the same thinking process 
established in other fields 
such as a language or a 
history course. 

McDonald acknowledges 
that there is a “dread” on 
the part of the student, even 
before attempting the course. 
If this negative attitude could 
be overcome, the student 
would gain more from the 
subject, and the _ student 
would discover that taking 
Finite Mathematics could be a 
pleasurable experience. 

Dr. McDonald’s Bachelor of 
Science degree, in the field of 
mathematics, was earned at 
Holy Cross in Worcester, his 
Master of Arts degree at the 
University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst and his PH.D at the 
University of New Hampshire.

Makoto and Mary Harada 
are not the only husband-wife 
teachers here at Northern 
Essex but they are probably 
the most unique. 

While Mary was born and 
brought up in Newton, Mass., 
Makoto was born and raised 
in Fukouka Japan. 

Makoto had ambitions of 
education himself in the 
United States so he came to 
this country in 1956 with his 
first priority to learn 
English. 

“The most difficult part for 


any non English speaking 
student coming to this 
country is to master the 


English language, says Makoto. 
“It took me about three or 
four years before I was able 
to communicate effectively.” 

The MHaradas have been 
married for eight years and 
presently reside in West 
Newbury with their two sons, 
Jonathan 3% and Matthew 
1%. 

Mary, in her fifth year 
teaching at Northern Essex, is 
Chairman of the History and 
Government Department. She 
is also Chairman of the 
Academic _ ‘council and 
explains its function: 

“The Academic council is 
an advisory and_ legislative 
branch of the college. It 
consists of faculty and 
administration along with 
student representatives who, 
together, are involved in 
decision making regarding 
academic and _ student 
concerns.

Makoto and Mary have a 
house in Nagoya, Japan, but 
have never lived in it. “We’ve 
been so busy over here,” says 
Mary. “We did go to Japan 
two years ago but we haven’t 
been back since. We do plan 
to go back though, possibly 
next summer.” 

Asked if there are any 
differences in college 
requirements between Japanese 
and American students, 
Makoto replies, ‘Students 
wishing to get into a good 
college in Japan must study 
much harder than over here 
in order to pass because of 
the stiff college entrance 
exams. But once they do get 
in they seem to slack off. In 
a sense this is a reflection of 
the Japanese social structure 
in which ones academic 
background is often a decisive 
factor in his life-long social 
Status. 

“Here in America it appears 
to be just the reverse in that 
the student ‘imusti study 
harder in order to graduate. 
The admission to college is 
just a beginning.” 

Makoto explains that the 
Japanese students have much 
more freedom. “They don’t 
even have to attend classes if 
they don’t want, he says. 
“All they have to do is read

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Northern Essex has grown up!

In 1962 Northern Essex 
Community College opened its 
first classes at the Greenleaf 
Schoo! on Chadwick Street in 
Haverhill. The Greenleaf 
building, which had _ been 
condemmed and _ then 
Pena ted’! bfy' tih'e 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, had six 
classrooms and space for labs, 
electronics equipment and 
business machines. 

Enrollment grew. The 
college needed additional 
space and classes were held at 
the Bradford Grange Hall as 
well as local churches. Then 
Haverhill’s former high school 
on Summer Street provided 
classroom and office space. 

In 1967 President Harold 
Bentley received a deed from 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts which opened 
110 acres of land by Kenoza 
Lake for a new school. 

Five years later students 
and staff acrived at our 
present campus. Four 
buildings were almost 
complete. There was no 
parking lot and the grounds 
resembled the moon surface. 
But the building continued; 
the landscaping proceeded and 
the parking lots were paved.
